SIGNALS THAT SHOW YOU 
NEED A NOSE EXAMINATION. 

It is far mrom the proper province 
of a health teacher, I think, to de- 
scribe diseases or tell newspaper read- 
ers what the symptoms of this or that 
disease are. But I don’t think it can 
(lo any one harm to recognize the sig- 
nals that should prom;t one to visit 
the doctor for an examination of the 
nasal eavity. 
majority of cases the doctor will find | 
that there is a simple chronic rhinitis, 
a state—it can hardly be called a dis- 
ease—but an abnormal state which few

“Is there anything beneficial to 
be learned from the Geneva con- 
ference on the reduction of naval 
armaments? To me it seems dis- 
couraging that these three nations, 
our own, Great Britain and Ja- 
pan, could not agree on so large 
an issue, 

At least the conference showed to 
thoughtful observers that the real 
cause of its breakdown was the Brit- 
ish doctrine of the freedom of the seas, 
which meant the unfreedom of other 
nations. There can be no more mo- 
nopoly of that sort. Great Britain 
used it, in the main, well and justly, 
but partnership, not supremacy, will 
have to be the future method of mari- 
time control. 

Pesident Wilson's principle that in- 
ternational agreement for the enforce- 
ment of international covenants is 
thoroughly sound.

Judge G. A. Johns, member of the 
state prison commission, will run as 
a candidate to succeed himself in the 
state primary to be held September 
12, it was announced Tuesday at 
the office of the commission. Judge 


Johns was appointed a year ago by 
Governor Clifford Walker to succeed 
the late Judge T. E. Patterson on 
the commission. This appointment 
holds only until the general election 
has been held this fall.

First in Race 


Down Hudson 


Navy Crews Win Junior 
Varsity and Freshman 
Races at Poughkeepsie. 


BY ALAN J. GOULD. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 19.—({4) 
The captainless crew of the Univer- 
sity of California swept down the 
Lludson river this evening to beat 
Columbia’s gallant champions in a 
dazzling duel and smash the 27-year 
old record for the elassie four-mile 
championship race of the intercolle- 
giate regatta. 


On the crest of a swift ebb tide, 


dewn through the drizzing rain of a 
sodden day, the Golden Bears. cham- 
pions of the Far West, flashed 
through the mist to crown themselves 
champions of the intereollegitte seas 
in the fastest four-mile race any col- 
lege crew ever rowed. 
Thrilling Finish. 


California beat Columbia by three- 
quarters of a length in a thrilling last- 
mile duel between the two favorites 
and beat the old course record by 
17 2-5 seconds as they swept across 
the finish mark, dimly visible from 
the shore in the astonishing time of 
1S minutes 35 4-5 seconds, Both of 
the main contenders for the regatta’s 
premier prize were well under the 
former record of 18:53 1-5 set by a 
2, 1901. 
Skipperless though they were, with 


‘their two captains looking on in the 


roles of substitutes, these Califor- 


‘nians rowed the race of their lives to 
‘outlast Columbia in a dazzling finish, 


whip their far western rivals, Wash- 
ington. and outclass the rest of the 
boats in the long chase. Washington, 
hanging on gamely and grimly but 
unable to mateh the clesing pace of 
either of the leaders, finished third, 
nearly two full lengths behind Co- 
lumbia, with Cornell, the Naval acad- 
emy, Syracuse and Pennsylvania pa- 
rading across, well distanced and beat- 
en, in that order. 

This was California’s first triumph 
in the varsity classic, victory for the 
Golden Bears after four previous fail- 
ures, and none of its brilhance was 
lost by the fact that it came in as 
drab and dismal .a setting as the re- 
catta was ever had. 

Record-Breaking Day. 


It was a fitting climax to a record- 
breaking day such as the old river has 
never seen, a regatta otherwice tinged 
with the triumphant Blue and Geld 
colors of the United States Naval 
academy. The Sailors were never con- 
tenders in the varsity race but they 
won both of the other races. The 
two-mile freshman jaunt in decisive 
style as Cornell, in the best showing 
made in eight years by the Ithacans, 
finished the runner-up each time. 

Barely outlasting Cornell in a thrill- 
ing finish to the junior varsity event 
that saw them only two-fifths of a 
second apart, the Navy hung up a new 
record of 14 minutes, 18 seconds for 
this event. Not only did the Sailors 
smash the former record of 14:40 1-5, 
set two years ago by Washington, but 
every one of the six crews in the 
race finished inside the old mark, In 
this remarkable exhibition under ex- 
tremely favorable racing conditions, 
the Navy was a minute, 22 and 4-5 
seconds faster than the record while 
Pennsylyahia, in last place, was one 
minute and 19 seconds inside the for- 
mer standard.
